Advice on Life, Love, 
and Lemons 



"You have been giving advict for ^u^ly 
}wats to teco agcn, adolescents, and older 
people," remarked a friend of mine the other 
itf. "Don't you ever get tired of it? When 
people refuse to take your suggestions, doesn't 
it make you sort of blue?^' 

Time and again I get questions of this type 
asked about my work. "How did you ever get 
into it?" is probably the most frequently re- 
peated question 1 get. So let me answer that 
one first. I have been teaching for more than 
thirty years. X^iuring that time you can learn 
a lot from boys and girls, from young men 
and women, and from their parents. In addition 
I have done specialized studies in those sub- 
jects which I have felt would better enable 
me to give sounder advice. 

Why do we want advice in the first place? 
If we definitely knew that what we were doing 
is the correct thing, and that a given result 
would follow, then actually we would have no 
need for advice. Actually, we want advice be- 
cause a doubt exists in the mind and we feel 
that somebody widi more experience can help 
us. In this sense, the desire for advice covers 
the entire field of human relationships. Two 
men are on a fishing boat. During the past 
two hours one fisherman has caught fifteen 
flounders. The other hasn't even had a nibble. 

"Anything wrong with what 1 am doing?" 
asks the fellow wimout a catch to his name. 

The man next to him may or may not be 
able to give him the correct advice. That de- 
pends upon his own knowledge; his ability 
to diagnose what is wrong; and the way in 
which nt can make a suggestion to correct the 
difficulty. The hooks ma^ be of the wrong 
kind; tbey may be too high on the line; the 
wrong weight in a sinker may be one cause; 
the wrong kind of bait may also be another 
cause; the entire fishing outfit may not be suit- 
able jfor this kind of ^ling; or the fisherman 
may not be concentrating on what he is doing. 

A lot of my advice centers around what best 
can be called; "Love". As a wit tmce remarked, 
"The most important topic of whicfa boys think 
of is Girls; the most important topic of whicb 
girls think of is Boys." Within limits that is 
true. 1 prefer the statement of father J. A. 
O'Brien: "No other decision which a person 
is ever called upon to make involves conse- 
quences of a farther-reaching character than 
that entailed in the selection of a helpaiate 



for life." For h«e you have the diBtax of the 
boy-mcets-girl situation. Has the tight boy met 
the right girl? 

Actually the teen ager boy wants a lot of 
advice on what to do in his lelationships with 
girls. And the reverse is actually true. Let us 
take a couple of situations. They nay aeem 
familiar to you. No confidences are violated 
in what 1 teU you. 

Phil is sixteen. He goes to high scbooL He 
met Janice and would like to take her Out. 

"But what do 1 do?" he demanded. "I get 
three bucks a week allowance from pop^ I work 
after school and make ten dollars. It costs a 
lot of money to take a girl out these days. My 
bank roll can't stand that strain." 

Sound advice can be given. But Phi] tnust 
realize his ego will be hurt a little. He likes 
to think of himself as a "big shot." Now he 
has to face realities. Swallow his pride and talk 
it over with Janice. True, he doon't want her 
to think he is a "cheapsiouc." But money does 
not grow on trees. This situation is important. 
Is Janice going out with a boy because he can 
show her a good time or because she likes him 
a little? Also Phil has to learn that the amount 
of money you spend doesn't necessarily imply 
having a wonderful time. A lot of diings can 
be done free: Going on a hike; visiting a mu- 
seum; watching a television show; or going 
to an open school dance. Other things can be 
done on a limited budget: The ice cream soda; 
the hot dog and coke; the local movie house; 
or a visit to a reasonably priced restaurant. 

Sometimes advice is merely a way of com- 
forting a person and helping them id get the 
correct view about a situation. Ted met Alice 
in junior high schooL Yes, he followed tradi- 
tion and caried her books. They sat together 
in the lunch room. Then they woK to the same 
high school. He began to have dreams in which 
the future looked very rosy. But when be was 
sixteen and she was sixteen, something hap- 
pened. Alice regarded herself as a young lady 
and Ted was now a kid. He was hut. Why did 
it have id happen to him? He became in t e ie st e J 
when he learned it happened to naiqr otfacs 
boys. Not any fault of his own. He had to leam 
girls develop somewhat diffefcatly ffom boys. 
Just now he isn't heartbtohea. He is on the 
rifle team.

Frad. The giil gets the tickets, but from there 
on the expenses pile up for the boy. Her group 
has decided that they will go out to an expen- 
sive club after the dance. But Alice wants to 
know what to do about Fred. He hasn't that 
kind of money. What should she do? What 
Elaine doesn't know is that some mothers 
have come to me with a solution. Wh^ can't 
they have something after the dance right in 
the ballroom? Call it midnight snack; an early 
morning breakfast; of the farewell feast. They 
don't like the idea of their children being out 
so late without the proper chaperonage. This 
is more mature and a good solution. Why 
should teen agers want to spend so much dough/ 
Look at all the "showiog-off" they can do when 
they get back to schak>l. It takes a lot of maturi- 
ty to face the real facts about youth and showing 
off. 

Helen and her parents came to see me. Helen 
has been seeing 'Tom on and off for the past 
year. Now he wants to "go steady" with ner. 
Helen doesn't like the iwa. But she sort of 
still likes Tom. What to do and how not to 
hurt his feelings? She is going to meet the 
situation. Talk it over with Tom in front of 
her own parents. Explain that going steady 
means a preparation for marriage. And she 
<k»en't want to think of marriage yet. She plans 
to go to college. Also she wants to meet other 
people. If Tom's feelings are hurt by Helen's 
honesty, then that is his fault and not her fault. 

When you give people advice you are also 
telling them to do something right as disting- 
uished from something wrong. Often the "right" 
and "wrong" are not moral issues but merely 
a matter of taste.' Joe knows 'his friends are go- 
ing to send corsages to the girls when they go 
out to the dance. Is it wrong if he doesn't? 
Also why can't he wear a blue suit to the diance? 
Must he go out and hire a tuxedo? ^So 1 have 
to explain about social customs to him. How 
we fit into groups and try to act the same. If he 
doesn't do these things, he will feel uncom- 
tottMt and his giri wul feel hurt. But he hasn't 
done anything morally wmog. 

On the other hand there are decisions that 
arc morally right one way and morally wronie 



the other way. Sometimes I am up a blank 
wall. A person just wants to do what they want 
to do — regardless of whether it is morally 
right or wrong. In such a case I suggest a talk 
with the religious leader. Present the moral 
issue and get His decision. 

In giving advice I am very sorry for the per- 
son who remarks to me: "That's o. k. for the 
others. But I'm smart. Don't worr^ about me. 
1 can take care of myself." ^iere is whet* we 
get the tragedies of life. Definitely you can 
also connect this with what 1 have said before 
about morally right and morally wrong. 

Sometimes the hardest situation is where 
the person really doesn't want advice. Actually 
they want you to agree with Them! Often I 
find this in situations where people are not 
prepared for marriage but want to get mar- 
ried just the same. "But He hasn't a job, " 1 
kept on insisting. "So what," Dorothy kept 
on repeating. "When he sees the responsibilities 
of married life, he'll get work. They just 
don't appreciate his talents." Alas, I call these 
situations "Lemons." But I have learned not to 
feel blue about it. So long as human beings 
are creatures of free will, they have the respon- 
sibility of making the decision. It's not up to 
me. They live their own lives. Neither 1 nor 
anjindy else can live k for them. 

1 have to keep up with the work and advice 
of odiers in my field, for often changed situa- 
tions may require different advice. Today mote 
and more of our youth are going (O colleges 
and other institutions of higher learning. Pro- 
vided the economic problems can be met, it 
is not unusual after a careful recommendation 
of all pertinent facts to sometimes recommend 
that the "two" get married while the young 
man continues with hi^er studies. Also you 
have the fact that practically all fields of busi- 
ness as well as the professions are now open 
to females. Hence the young wife may figure 
on working for a few years. 

I do enjoy my work and I don't get tiled of 
it. Just as the jpeople who take advice learn 
frtHn me, 1 also leatn something ttotn each 
person whom 1 advise.
